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OUR CONTINENTAL CORRESPONDENCE. 
Paris, Feb'y 10, 1868. 

Let me add a new paragraph to the chapter on 
French literary co-labor I recently sent you. It is 
a personal adventure related by M. Alex. Dumas. 
‘*One day the manager of the Variétés sent Frede- 
rick Lemaitre to me to ask me to write a drama on 
Kean. I refused, at first, for I dislike these exhibi- 
tions of artists; and, I added, I shrank from the 
labor of making all the investigations into Kean’s 
private life which were necessary to writing such 
a piece. Frederick Lemaitre strenuously insisted 
upon my writing the play for him ; he told me he had 
thought a great deal on the subject, and suggested 
to me two or three ideas of scenes, which I adpoted. 


The evening of the first performance of the piece I | 


found MM. de Coucy and Théaulon at my house 
when I returned home. They said to me: ‘ You 
have been entrapped into doing an ill deed, which 
neither your heart nor your mind would willingly 
have done. We carried to the manager of the Va- 
riétés a plan of a play called ‘“‘ Kean” three months 
ago. The manager refused our piece, and asked 
you to write a “Kean,” which is certainly a great 


deal better than ours; but our piece has one incon- | 


testable advantage over yours—namely, it was 
written before yours. Were you aware of this ?’ 
‘I was not; but analyze your play to me, and if it 


has any resemblance to mine, I will see what is to | 


le done.’ They gave me an analysis of their piece. 
There were two scenes exactly alike in their and 


my play. I bowed, and said tothem: ‘I was alone | 


in the piece; we are three in it now. Allow me to 
offer you two-thirds of its copyright.” Coucy and 
Théaulon discussed the question for some time; 
they refused to accept more than one-third, or one- 
half at the most. I insisted. They accepted two- 
thirds. Since then MM. Coucy and Théanlon, or 
rather their heirs (for they are both dead), have 
always received two-thirds of the copyright of 
‘Kean,’ in which they did not write one word. The 
same evening, Théaulon, Coucy, and I went to see 
the manager of the Variétés, and we told him what 
we thought of his strange treatment of such emi- 
nent men as MM. Coucy and Théaulon. He excused 
himself, saying he had so little profited by their plot 
he scarcely thought it worth while to inform them 
of the verbal communication made me by Frederick 
Lemaitre, as they themselves would scarcely have 
recognized their own ideas, disguised as they were 
by my style and the composition of the play. I 
asked the manager to give me some compensation 
for my loss of two-thirds of the copyright. He re- 
plied: ‘Say what you wish.’ I rejoined: ‘If the 
first twenty-five performances of “Kean” pour 
60,000f. into your treasury, you will give me 1000f.’ 
He accepted the proposition. At the twenty-fifth 
performance I entered his office, and asked: ‘ Have 
you received 60,000f. from the piece ?? He answered: 
‘By Jove, you are an unlucky fellow, my dear 
author! I have just added the total receipts. We 
have 59,997f., so we lack three frances of the amount 
which would entitle you to your compensation.’ I 
said nothing. I quitted him, went to the ticket 


office, and bought a parquet stall, which cost five | 


francs. Then I returned to his office with my ticket 
in my hand, and said: ‘ You are an unlucky fellow, 
my dear manager ; you have more than 60,000f. in 
your treasury, for I have just purchased a five franc 
ticket.’ He was a fellow of intelligence, so he 
opened his till and gave me 1000f.”

His successor 
in “ La Presse” is M. Albert Aubert, the author of 
a humorous book, *‘ M. Boudin,’’ which was quite 
successful. Mr. Jessup, your well-known paper- 
maker, is in Paris buying all the rags he can lay 
his eyes on. The French Comedy is thinking of 
opening a public subscription to erect a monument 
to the late M. Ponsard. The “ Revue de ]’Orient” 
is about publishing the memoirs of Schamyl, dic- 
tated by him to the Russian Colonel Rounowski.

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deaths among people owning libraries, many people 
have been ruined by the financial catastrophes of 
the last year, and more people are pressed for 
money in consequence of the general stagnation 
of trade.

most lovers of books. One of these is ‘‘ Le Régne 
Végétal,” by Prof. O. Reveil, Prof. Baillon, Prof. A.

| will appear in 17 vols.—9 vols. 8vo. of text, and 8 
| vols. 4to. of plates—containing above 3000 colored 
plates, besides botanical and agricultural maps. It 
consists of a “ Treatise on General Botany, with a 
Dictionary of Botanical Terms,” 2 vols. text, 2 vols. 
plates, $40; “Medical, Common, and Industrial 
Flora of the Nineteenth Century,” 3 vols. text, 3 
vols. plates, $60; “ Kitchen and Orchard Horticul- 
ture,” 1 vol. text, 1 vol. plates, $20; “ Horticul- 
ture of Ornamental Shrubs,” ete., 1 vol. text, 
1 vol. plates, $20; “Agricultural and Forest 
Plants,’’ 1 vol. text, 1 vol. plates, $20; “ Bio- 
graphical and Bibliographical History of Botany,” 
1 vol. botanical and agricultural maps (not yet 
published), 25f. Each of these parts is sold 
separately. The price of the whole work, bound 
in paper, is $160; in boards, 3172; half bound 
in morocco, plates mounted, $181. The pub- 
lisher is M. Th. Morgand. He is likewise the 
publisher of the “ Atlas du Cosmos,’’ prepared to 
accompany Humboldt’s and Arago’s works, and 
containing geographical, physical, thermic, climat- 
ological, magnetic, geological, botanical, agricul- 
tural, astronomical, meteorological, ete., maps, with 
text. The price is $16 50 in numbers, with paper 
covers, and $18 half bound in morocco. 

I regret to record the death of M. Elias Regnault 
in the deepest poverty. As his rent was overdue 
several quarters, he received notice to quit his 
lodgings New Year’s eve. He was so very poor that 
when his grandson came the following day to wish 
him a happy New Year, he was obliged to borrow 
forty cents from his porter to buy a little candy for 
a New Year’s gift. He was the anthor of a “ His- 
tory of Kight Years” (1540-48), written as a con- 
tinuation of M. Louis Blanc’s pamphlet, “The 
History of Ten Years” (1830-40) against Lonis Phi- 
lippe’s reign. The formersells well, and though tine- 
tured by party passions (what contemporary history 
is free from them ?), isa valuable work. He wrote,, 
too, a ‘‘ History of Roumania,” and translated under 
a pseudonym a great many works from English. 
He was, besides, a contributor to “ Le Siécle” and. 
“Le Nain Jaune.” His friends have been blamed 
for his wretchedness. They have replied, their 
purses were open to him, and they repeatedly tried 
to press money upon him. He refused to ask cha- 
rity, and could not consent to receive alms. He 
concealed his misery as well as he was able from 
every eye, and wrestled with evil fortune until he 
at last was thrown. He was asteadfast Republican. 
His father was distinguished during the first revo- 
lution, and was obliged to fly from France with his 
family upon the restoration. M. Elias Regnault 
was born in England during this exile, and there 
became familiar with the English language. He 
was trained to follow his father’s profession— 
physic—but from some cause or another (I believe 
from inadequate resources) he gave up its pursuit. 
He was M. Ledru Rollin’s chief secretary during 
his ephemeral tenure of office. He might have se- 
cured lucrative office had he been willing to relin- 
quish or dissemble his political principles, as was 
more than once suggested to him. He could not 
sink so low as this, and he died prematurely, 
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plunged as deep in poverty as man éould be. This! 
is the common destiny of literary men. Locke 
says: ‘Parnassus has pleasant air, but sterile 
soil.” M. Jules Janin this week adds this new in- 
cident to the long chapter of the calamities of 
authors: M. Felicien Mallefille recently wrote a) 
play, “Les Sceptiques,” on which he built great 
hopes. He wrote it with great care, and destined it 
to the French Comedy. It was rejected. M. Jules 
Janin says: “The deplorable day on which the 
actors of the French Comedy refused ‘ Les Scep- 
tiques,’ by M. Mallefille, they failed to understand 
anything of the lesson contained in this remark- 
abledrama ; they were insensible to the play, written 
with perfect art, a thing now so rare, when the most 
skilful authors pride themselves on not ending the 
phrase begun, and content themselves with indi- 
eating, by four or five dots, that which the actor 
should convey to the public. Under this blow, so! 
bluntly dealt, M. Mallefille alone, abandoned by all, 
without a friend to console him, went reeling into 
the street, with the rejected manuscript under his 
arm. Would some one of the actors had followed 
him! He went—he went—oh, shall I tell you all ? 
He carried (he had provided for the worst) to the 
pawnbroker’s the dress his valiant wife had laid by 
in her past opulence to preserve her from the 
rigors of this severe winter. He had no other re- 
source. Go on, Mallefille; head up, heart firm ! | 
Knock boldly and gloriously at the pawnbroker’s | 
door, where M. Chateaubriand went one day, offer- 
ing the unpublished manuscript of ‘ Les Quatre 
Stuarts’ as pledge for a paltry loan. Knock, Malle- 
fille, that you may be seen! Let young men who| 
pursue these roads of literature, frost, and the freez- | 
ing north wind learn whither independent poverty |

Tue Rev. C. M. Butler, D. D., Professor of Eccle- 
siastical History in the Episcopal Divinity School 
in West Philadelphia, has prepared a condensed 
“ Ecclesiastical History,” as a manual of instruc- 
tion as well as for general use.

Tue death of Mr. James P. Walker is announced 
at his residence, Jamaica Plains, after a painful ill- 
ness of two weeks, at the age of thirty-nine years.

Mr. Walker was born in Portsmouth, N. H., and 
there began his business career as a boy in the book- 
store of the late Deacon J. W. Foster.

& Co. Subsequently he was in business in Lowell 
and Albany, and more recently in Boston as the 
senior member of the firm of Walker, Wise & Co., 
afterwards Walker, Fuller & Co. After leaving 
that firm he was appointed Secretary of the Sunday 
School Society (Unitarian), which post he filled 
with honor until his decease. But whilst popular 
and respected as a publisher, and winning the re- | 
gard of his associates in the trade and his customers | 
by his intelligence, his courteous and gentlemanly 
manners, it was by the manifestations of his cha- | 
racter outside rather than inside his vocation, that 
he earned the large respect and affection it was his | 
privilege to enjoy. |

Smirn’s Biste Dictionary.—The excellence of the 
American reprint of this valuable work, now being 
issued by Hurd & Houghton, New York, is well 
shown in the article “Gospels” in Part IX., just 
received. That article has been annotated by Mr. 
Abbott, one of the American editors, and he has 
contributed to it a special bibliographical note ex- 
tending throngh four and a half columns, for which 
commentators and scholars will thank him. He 
divides the literature of the subject into three 
general heads; the first of which relates to the 
critical history of the Gospels, their origin, mutual 
relation, and credibility; the second is devoted to 
the harmonies of the Gospels and their chronology ; 
the third enumerates commentaries. Many of the 
titles mentioned by Mr. Abbott are those of English 
and Continental works which should properly have 
been referred to by the English editors, but it is 
especially full as respects American works, which 
is a very important consideration for students in 
this country. The labors of Prof. Hackett and 
Mr. Abbott add materially to the general thorough- 
ness and completeness of the work, and render it 4 
decided improvement upon the English edition.

| one dollar per year. A detailed mapof Northeastern 
Africa illustrates an article on Abyssinia, which 
| will be useful in studying the movements of the 
| English army in that country. We also learn from 
| the “Journal” that the French government contem- 
plates the enlargement of the Canal du Midi, which 
connects the Garonne with the Mediterranean near 
| Agde. The important political and naval signifi- 
cance of this improvement is that a French fleet 
may thus pass from the Atlantic to the Mediter- 
ranean without having to encounter the guns of 
| Gibraltar. 

Mr. Hinton announces that Walt Whitman has 
nearly completed a final edition of his poems. This 
edition, it is stated, is “in better consecutive order, 
with many new pieces, and especially with a new 
part or collection, in which he has practically 
carried out a long-nourished design of depicting the 
religious element in the character and personality 
which is considered by him necessary to the com- 
pleteness of his work.” 


A copy of Lord Kingsborough’s “ Antiquities of 
| Mexico,” in nine folio volumes, was lately sold 
at the Bradford auction at Leavitt & Strebeigh’s 
for $306, or $34 a volume.

TucKERMAN ON HamiLton THE ParnTeR.—We find 
|in Tuckerman’s recent book of art biography and 
criticism the following friendly sketch of our in- 
spired landscape painter :— 

“James Hamilton, well known as the spirited 


| illustrator of Dr. Kane’s Arctic Expedition, came 


ito the United States, from Ireland, in infancy. 
| His first experiments were in water colors; land- 
scapes, especially coast scenes in oil, soon engaged 
his pencil. Being enthusiastic and assiduous, he 
gained rapidly in the estimation of critics and 
lovers of art in Philadelphia, where he was esta- 
| blished as a marine painter. Fond of contrast and 
effect, he excelled in sea fights; his ‘Capture of 
the Serapis’ and ‘Old Ironsides’ gained no little 
commendation. The former picture has been viv- 
idly described by one of the artist’s friends :— 
“The capture of the Serapis is, of course, the 
brilliant historic achievement of John Paul Jones, 
in the war of 1812. The picture represents a 
lovely, placid summer night; a full moon floats 
amid a mass of cumulous clouds; there is just a 
ripple on the sea in which the moonlight glints 
and sparkles; in the distance groups of shipping 
and the outline of the English coast loom with a 
soft, shadowy vagueness; all the accessories are 
in profoundest repose. Into this solemn hush of 
night, this intense calm, he has flung the roar and 
clash and carnage of that terrible sea tragedy. 
The two vessels are side by side in deadliest grap- 
ple. The flames from the burning Bonne Homme 
Richard, red and ghastly as if with the blood of 
the dead below, twirl and coil about the masts and 
rigging, and stream far up into the heaven, stain- 
ing the white radiance of the night. Wild figures 
rush across the decks, the flash of the guns gleams 
fierce and vindictive through the darker flames of 
the conflagration, and, reflected in the water be- 
neath, wreathes a distorted repetition of the lurid 
scene. Nothing could be finer or more dramatic 
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than the contrast of sentiment here. The deadly 


struggle of human passion below imparts to the | 


moonlight an added pitying tenderness, as it were, 
and the moonlight in turn enhances the awfulness 
of the tragedy. In this picture, the human ele- 
ment is active. Nature is passive. In the ‘ Old 
Ironsides’ this arrangement is reversed. The sub- 
ject is taken from the following lines in Dr. Holmes’ 
poem of the same title :— 
‘Oh, better that her shattered hulk 
Should sink beneath the wave; 
Her thunders shook the mighty deep, 
And there should be her grave. 
Nail to the mast her boly flag, 
Set every threadbare sail, 
And give her to the god of storms— 
The lightning and the gule !’ 


“Among the other best-known pictures of Hamil- | 


ton are: ‘An Egyptian Sunset,’ ‘ Wrecked Hopes,’ 


‘A moonlight Scene near Venice,’ a number of | 
subjects from the Arabian Nights, and a weird pic- | 


ture illustrative of Coleridge’s Ancient Mariner. 
From the contrast of subjects, it is evident that 
the scope of this artist ranges from the most se- 
renely imaginative to the wildest natural scenes. 
His style is bold and free: he does not aim at high 
finish; he is the reverse of literal, and aims to give 
emphatically his own feeling and sense of a sub- 
ject. He is best known for his illustrations of Dr. 
Kane’s book, of which ‘ Black wood’s Magazine’ says : 
‘The engravings of Dr. Kane’s book are eminently 
happy, the production of a man who is a real poet 
in art, and invest the whole work with a halo of

BIOGRAPHICAL AND HISTORICAL. 


The Massacre of St. Bartholomew; preceded by a 


History of the Religious Wars in the Reign of 


Charles 1X. By Henry White. With illustra- 
tions. pp. xv., 497. New York: Harper & 
Bros. 

First of all, it is our duty to commend the excel- 
lent and attractive style of manufacture in which 
the Messrs. Harper have produced this volume. 
The paper, typography, margin of the page, and 
the binding are in admirable taste, and furnish a 
sample of a book in all respects well made. As 
regards Mr. White’s treatment of the subject, it is 
evident that he has endeavored to throw new light 
on this chapter of history by availing himself of 
new materials, some of which, he states, are noticed 
for the first time in the present volume. Among 
recent sources of information, he enumerates the ex- 
tracts from the “ Simancas Archives” published by 
M. Gachard in the “Correspondance de Philippe H.,” 


and the letters of Catherine de Medicis, as published | 


by Alberi. Mr. White says that the letters of Cathe- 
rine are scattered all over France, and that while 
a few of them have been printed in local histories, 
by far the greater part of them (including those in 
the collection of Mr. Murray, of Albemarle Street, 
London) remain almost unknown. Information 
has also been gleaned from the “ Relazioni” of the 
Venetian ambassadors in the volumes of Alberi, 
Tommaseo, and Baschet, and in other directions 
indicated in the preface. Personally or through 
the help of friends, the author tells us, he has 
searched far and wide among the provincial records 
of France, and in many instances very important 
results have been developed. These are woven into 
a narrative graphic in its style, without, however, 
affecting the rhetoric or niceties which characterize 
some of our recent historians and essayists. The 
work may be regarded as a contribution to our 
knowledge of the events which it investigates. 
We are glad to add that there is an index to the 
volume. 


History of the Thirty-ninth Congress of the United 
States. By William H. Barnes, A. M., author of 
“The Body Politic.” With Portraits. pp. ix., 
636. New York: Harper & Brothers.

Mr. Whitmore states in 
his preface that “it is safest to assume that any 
given family here is not descended from any dis- 
tinguished English family of the same name now 
flourishing.” He gives us not only an enumeration 
of titles, but also critical remarks upon the value 
of the works mentioned. 

A Smaller History of England from the Earliest 
Times to the Year 1862. Edited by William 
Smith, LL.D. Illustrated by engravings on wood. 
pp. xxx., 357. New York: Harper & Brothers. 
This volume has been drawn up by Mr. Philip 

Smith, under the superintendence and direction of 
Dr. William Smith, with whose smaller histories of 
Greece and Rome it is intended to range. The 
illustrations are instructive as well as copious; in- 
deed, very few historical compends exceed in utility 
the series of “Student’s Histories” published by 
the Messrs. Harper. Each has a table of contents 
and an index. 

History of the Westminster Assembly of Divines. By 
Rev. W. M. Hetherington. pp. xii., 299. New 
York: Robert Carter & Brothers. 

Mr. Hetherington’s work has been before the 
public for about twenty-five years, and has main- 
tained its position as a carefully prepared and 
compendious history of a body of men whose pro- 
ceedings have had a marked influence in the re- 
ligious development both of England and this 
country. In fact it is, we believe, the only work 
on this special subject. 

RELIGIOUS. 

The Pupils of St. John the Divine. By the author 
of “The Heir of Redclyffe.” pp. xvi., 320. 
J. B. Lippincott & Co., Macmillan & Co., Pub- 
lishers. 

It is a pleasure to handle such a charmingly 
printed book as this. It is the first volume of a 
new series of works to be issued by Messrs. Mac- 
millan & Co., of London, and J. B. Lippincott & 
Co., of Philadelphia, entitled “ The Sunday Library

In its plan the present work exhibits the life of the 
Apostle himself, and then sketches his immediate 
disciples, including Ignatius and Polycarp, and 
afterwards persons who had been instructed by 
their teaching. This is followed by historical notes 
of the churches thus formed. The series will un- 
doubtedly be a success. It presents novel features 
and meets a felt want. 


SCIENTIFIC. 

Annual of Scientific Discovery: a Year-Book of 
Facts in Science and Art for 1868. Edited by 
Samuel Kneeland, A.M., M.D. pp. xii., 331. 
Boston : Gould & Lincoln. 

The present volume of the Annual relates to the 
year 1867, although the title might perhaps imply 
the contrary. The contents have been collected 
and arranged in the general method adopted in the 
preceding members of the series. The editor con- 
tributes some prefatory notes, in ten pages, on the 
progress of science for the year last past. The 
work is a useful one, because it exhibits a number 
of facts in a collected form gathered from periodicals 
and other sources, some of them of an eVanescent 
character. It is, however, not quite all that it 
should be. In too many instances no authority is 
given for the statements made; numbers of the 
articles appear to be mere newspaper clippings; a 
greater amount of American facts might be stated ; 
and the range of foreign inquiry does not seem to 
include sufficiently the general scientific literature 
of Germany and France. In the index we do not | 
find the words book, printing, or type, so we must 
suppose that no improvements were made in those 
subjects during the past year. The American 
Scientific Bibliography for the year, as enumerated 
by the editor, includes only twenty-six titles, which, 
if the list is correct, indicates rather a dearth of pro- 
ductive activity in art and science.
